The farmers and fruit growars held their
regular monthly meeting yesterday afternoon
at the court house. In addition to their usual
program. which included papers by several
of the memopers of the association, the sub-
ject. of erecting 8 cold storage warehouse was
discussed at considerable levgth, J,J, Fea-
ron appesred bofore the association and ex-
slained the plan which he proposed at the
Lulnt meeting of the Board of T'rade und the
Merchants sud Manufacturers association
last week, He praposed that a stogk com-
pany be organized for the purpose of build-
ing & warshouse to cost about 35,000, He
then agreod to take the warchouse for a term
of five years, paying the memuvers of tho
company 8 per cent on the amount of their
inyvestment each year for the first two yoars,
4 per cent for the third vear aud i per ceut
for the last Lwo years,

This scheme did pnot seem to mest with the
uPpravll of the fermers, who thought that
Fearon ought to be able to make them & more
tempting proposition. L. A, Casper acroed
to take the house at a yearly rental of 2,000
for n period of five vears, with the privilege
of ten, and as this would vive the iuvestors
an Income of nearly 6 per cent on their lu-
vestment it was somowhat more popular
than Fearon's proposal. Stlil they were not
wholly satisfied. It was flonlly decloed to
leave the matter for the present in the hands
of W, J, Davenport, who stated that he had
boen in correspondence wilth & men who was
anxious to builla » warchouse on his own
hook, The men in guestion is expected to
arrive in the city ln n week or ten day s, sand
when he comes somothing definite wlll prob-
ably be done. The prospects nre now that a
ecold storage warehouse will be bullt in the
olty in tine so that it can bo usea during tho
coming frult season,

Itubinstein’s melody in £, arranged by
Yarnall as a duet was taken by Miss Clara
Clarkson and MIiss Bishop, It is rather an
uufortunate arvangement of such o beautiful
melody aud rewinds one mors of a contraito
solo with soprano obligato; it would be un-
falr to the latter to call 1t u duet.

Mrs., (Georgie Boulter Suonderland sang
“Una Voce Paco IFa" (IRossivi) in a very
wortlly manner. Her phrasing was firm and
finished, and her powers of “declamando”
aré incressing. The only criticism to be
made on her rendition of this dificult avia

The quartette “Blue Bells of Scotland,”
